Associate 
Professor  of  Economics  Dr.  John 
Kennedy  also  accompanied  the 
group  on  their  trip  as  well. 

The  group  gave  a  presentation 
in  which  they  explained  all  that 
they  have  done  to  help  improve 


the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
campus.  One  of  their  areas  of 
focus  was  the  school’s  spending. 
They  talked  about  a  finance 
counseling  seminar  they  want  to 
hold  where  students  will  learn 
the  basics  of  credit,  and  receive 
help  with  budgeting.

SJC  Takes  Action  for  Sexual 
Assault  Awareness  Month

Sexual  assault  is  an  issue 
facing  many  campuses  across 
the  United  States  today.  This 
month  is  National  Sexual  Assault 
Awareness  Month,  which 
hopes  to  increase  the  general 
public’s  awareness  of  sexual 
assault.  On  our  campus,  Carrie 
Greer,  Campus  Program  Project 
Coordinator,  is  planning  events 
that  span  the  entire  month. 

For  the  first  week,  the  campus 
was  asked  to  sign  pledge  cards 
for  a  program  called  Start  by 
Believing.  These  pledge  cards 
state  that  if  a  victim  of  sexual 
assault  or  domestic  violence 
comes  to  the  individual  who 
signed  the  card,  the  signer’s  first 
reaction  would  be  to  believe 
the  victim.  Other  events  in  the 


coming  weeks  are  a  balloon 
launch  with  the  Center  of  Hope 
at  Franciscan  Health  Rensselaer, 
a  free  Co-Ed  self-defense  course, 
and  doing  the  It’s  On  Us  pledge 
along  with  a  raffle  at  the  end  of 
the  month  for  a  free  It's  On  Us 
T-shirt. 

Samantha  Hoyt,  Bystander 
Intervention  Facilitator, 
explained  to  The  Observer, 
“Some  people  don’t  realize  that 
they  have  such  a  large  pool  of 
resources.”  More  than  90%  of 
sexual  assault  victims  on  college 
campuses  do  not  report  the 
assault. 

The  National  Sexual  Violence 
Resource  Center  gave  some 
background  to  the  event.  Sexual 
Assault  Awareness  Month  started 


in  the  late  1970s  when  women  in 
England  held  protests  against  the 
violence  they  had  endured  while 
walking  at  night.  These  protests 
were  called  Take  Back  the  Night 
marches. 

In  1978  San  Francisco  and 
New  York  City  held  the  first 
Take  Back  the  Night  events  in 
the  United  States.  Saint  Joseph’s 
Cllege’s  Puma  Women  group 
put  on  a  campus  wide  Take  Back 
the  Night  in  October  to  raise 
awareness.  In  the  late  1980s, 
domestic  violence  became  a  focus 
and  activists  began  to  look  for  a 
time  to  increase  Sexual  Assault 
Awareness. 

Originally,  the  National 
Coalition  Against  Sexual  Assault 
polled  different  state  sexual 


assault  coalitions  which  resulted 
in  a  week  in  April.  The  National 
Sexual  Violence  Resource  Center 
explains,  “Prevention  aims  to  stop 
sexual  violence  before  it  has  a 
chance  to  happen.  It  is  possible 
to  create  communities  where 
everyone  is  treated  with  respect 
and  equality.  Preventing  such  a 
far  reaching  and  prevalent  social 
issue  may  seem  overwhelming  or 
even  impossible.  This  mentality 
implies  that  there  isn’t  a  solution 
-  or  if  there  is,  we  can’t  achieve 
it.  But  we  can  and  we  are.  This 
can  be  done  by  promoting  safe 
behaviors,  thoughtful  policies, 
and  healthy  relationships.  You  can 
learn  more  at  www.nsvrc.org  and 
1-800-656-4673.

Pumas  Change  the 

Lives  of  Elementary

On  Saturday,  April  9,  2016, 
members  of  the  Puma  Educators 
Association  travelled  to 
Lafayette,  IN  to  renovate  Oakland 
Elementary  School  as  part  of 
the  Indiana  Student  Educator’s 
Association’s  (ISEA)  12th  annual 
Outreach  to  Teach  event.  Smdents 
helped  clean,  organize,  paint,  and 
landscape  the  school  to  create  a 
better  learning  environment. 

ISEA  is  a  smdent  branch 
of  the  Indiana  State  Teacher's 
Association  (ISTA)  that  provides 
professional  development, 
networking,  liability  insurance, 
and  support  for  future  educators. 
Outreach  to  Teach  is  a  student 
organized  event  in  which  local 
schools  in  the  selected  ISTA 
district  for  that  year  can  apply 
to  be  chosen.  Once  a  school  is 
selected,  the  student  and  adult 
ISEA  board  work  with  school 
administration  and  teachers  to 
plan  the  renovations.  Every 
year,  two  ISEA  smdent  members 
volunteer  and  then  are  voted  in  as 
the  Co-Chairs  for  the  event.  This 
year’s  event  was  co-organized  by 
Saint  Joseph’s  College’s  senior 
Elementary  Education  major, 
Kelly  Reed. 

Reed  stated  that  “last  year  I 
was  so  moved  by  volunteering  for 
Outreach  to  Teach  in  Muncie,  IN 
that  I  knew  I  wanted  to  contribute 
in  a  bigger  way.  I  applied  to  be 
co-chair  in  May  2015.  I  was  so 
excited  when  I  heard  back  that 
I  received  the  position.”  In  the 
summer,  Reed  and  other  Outreach 
committee  members  immediately 
started  plaiming  the  event. 

They  toured  all  the  schools  that 
applied  and  decided  that  Oakland 
Elementary  was  the  school  which 
they  could  have  the  most  impact 
on.  Reed  explained  that  “an  old 
school  that  has  gone  through  a 
lot  of  changes.  It  was  originally 
a  high  school  and  then  became 
an  alternative  high  school.  For 
the  past  two  years  it  sat  vacant. 
Lafayette  School  Corporation 
decided  to  open  it  back  up  as  an 
elementary  school  for  the  2015- 
2016  school  year...  It  never  felt 


like  an  elementary  school.”  ISEA 
wanted  to  give  students  a  learning 
environment  that  fit  their  needs. 

Part  of  Reed’s  responsibilities 
was  fundraising.  They  were  able 
to  reach  their  goal  of  $24,000. 
Reed  said  that  meeting  this  goal 
allowed  them  “to  give  the  school 
a  marquee  sign,  add  a  mural  to  the 
cafeteria,  decorate  the  hallways, 
and  so  much  more!”  Also  in 
preparation  for  the  event,  Reed 
was  in  charge  of  organizing  and 
recruiting  volunteers.  Over  300 
people  from  around  the  state 
volunteered,  the  most  Outreach 
to  Teach  has  ever  had.  Twelve 
of  those  volunteers  were  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  smdents.  the 
largest  group  the  College  has 
brought  to  the  event. 

During  the  acmal  event,  Reed 
was  kept  even  busier,  making 
sure  everything  ran  smoothly 
and  everything  was  on  schedule. 
Reed  said  that  “I  was  constantly 
walking  around  making  sure 
that  all  the  projects  were  being 
completed  correctly,  everyone 
knew  what  they  were  doing, 
and  checking  if  anybody  needed 
anything.  I  don’t  think  I  stopped 
moving  from  7  am  to  4  pm!”

Reed  also  worked  with 
administration  and  the  mayor  of 
Lafayette  throughout  the  day.  She 
commented  “1  was  able  to  provide 
the  mayor  of  Lafayette  and  his 
communications  director  a  tour  of 
the  school  before  any  work  was 
completed  and  again, at  the  end 
of  day.  1  worked  closely  with  the 
principal  and  teachers  to  make 
sure  that  they  were  happy  with 
everything  being  done.” 

Despite  the  experience 
she  gained  from  her  leadership 
responsibilities,  Reed  said  that 
the  most  amazing  part  of  this 
experience. ..“was  knowing  that 
we  were  able  to  make  a  huge 
impact  on  both  the  smdents’ 
and  teachers’  lives.  Monday 
morning... .they  will  walk  into  a 
school  that  feels  like  a  home.” 

Like  Reed,  other  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  students  had 
similar  feelings  when  it  came 
to  explaining  their  overall 
experience.  Rich  Soria,  a  junior 
Physical  Education  major, 
volunteered  for  the  first  time  at 
Outreach  to  Teach.  He  said,  "It 
was  such  a  great  experience  to 
spend  a  Samrday  with  some  great 
Pumas  helping  transform  a  school 
in  need.”  Kate  Hickner,  a  senior 
Elementary  Edcuation  major, 
has  volunteered  at  Outreach  for 
the  last  three  years.  She  said  of 
her  experiences:  “Outreach  to 
Teach  is  the  perfect  example  of 
how  teachers  can  come  together 
to  make  a  real  difference.  This 
year  we  had  more  volunteers  than 
ever.  It’s  so  great  to  talk  with 
other  educators  about  how  great 
our  profession  is.  I  get  so  inspired 
by  being  there  and  watching  the 
awesome  progress  that  is  made. 
Plus,  the  food  is  always  really 
good!”

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2016  Election 
Update: 

New  York,  New  York! 
If  I  can  make  it  there, 
I’ll  make  it  anywhere

The  Democrats  will  have 
their  primary  on  April  1 9th  in 
New  York,  and  it  will  be  one  of 
the  most  important  primaries  to 
date.  Brooklyn  is  where  Sanders 
grew  up  and  where  Clinton  was 
a  senator  for  8  years.  This  will 
make  it  a  very  heated  primary. 
Whoever  wins  will  change  the 
course  of  the  election. 

The  state  has  29 1  delegates, 
including  247  pledged  delegates 
up  for  grabs.  Even  with  his 
recent  wins  in  Washington, 
Alaska,  Idaho,  Utah,  Hawaii, 
and  Wisconsin,  Sanders  will 
need  an  estimated  56  percent  of 
the  remaining  pledged  delegates 
nationwide  to  overtake  Clinton, 
who  maintains  a  lead  of  2 1 9. 

A  win  for  Sanders  in  New 
York  would  not  only  buoy  his 
candidacy,  but  it  would  also  be 
an  embarrassment  to  the  former 
senator  from  New  York.  Of  the 
three  million  people  registered 
to  vote  as  Democrat  in  New 
York  City,  about  945,600  live  in 
Brooklyn,  meaning,  the  borough 
is  home  to  a  significant  portion 
of  the  5.8  million  Democrats 
registered  across  the  state. 
Drawing  even  more  attention  to 
the  borough,  the  two  campaigns, 
after  weeks  of  squabbling,  have 
agreed  to  a  televised  debate 
on  April  14  to  be  held  at  the 
Brooklyn  Navy  Yard. 

While  most  polls  show 
Clinton,  68,  leading  in  New 
York,  the  contest  is  proving  to  be 
emblematic  of  the  same  issues 
that  are  driving  the  Democratic 


race  nationally.  Sanders, 
the  74-year-old  senator  of 
Vermont,  where  he  has  based 
his  campaign  headquarters, 
hopes  to  make  gains  among 
voters  by  arguing  that  he 
formed  his  core  ideas  about 
income  inequality  while 
growing  up  the  son  of  a  Polish 
immigrant  in  Brooklyn. 

The  Republicans  also  have 
their  primary  on  April  19th. 
This  will  be  very  interesting 
because  Trump  is  a  New 
Yorker  and  he  claims  to  have 
true  New  York  values.  This  is 
the  opposite  of  Cruz.  Trump 
dug  in  further  Saturday  to 
defend  his  home  state  of  New 
York,  accusing  Ted  Cruz 
of  having  “hatred”  for  the 
Empire  State  and  saying  his 
Republican  rival  would  never 
help  New  York  as  president. 
Cruz  doubled  down  on  his 
criticism  of  “New  York  values” 
this  week  while  campaigning 
in  the  state  that  holds  its 
primary  on  April  19.  He  told 
CNN’s  Dana  Bash  that  he  was 
referring  to  “the  liberal  values 
of  Democratic  politicians 
who  have  been  hammering 
the  people  of  New  York  for 
decades.” 

Recent  polls  show  Trump 
sitting  comfortably  above  50% 
in  New  York  against  Cruz 
and  Ohio  Gov.  John  Kasich. 
The  state,  which  awards  a 
coveted  95  delegates,  is  in 
hot  contention  as  Trump  tries 
to  inch  closer  to  the  1,237 
delegates  needed  to  secure  the 
nomination. 

Whatever  happens  in  New 
York  on  April  19th  will  be  a 
huge  win  for  anyone  because  if 
you  can  make  it  in  New  York, 
you  can  make  it  anywhere.

The  Panama  Papers: 

A  Political  Scandal  On  A  Global  Scale

In  recent  times,  journalism  has  come  under  heavy  criticism  for  being  shallow,  cheap,  and  only  interested  in  online  page  views.  The  domination 
of  social  media  and  online  platforms  seemed  to  have  made  heavy-hitting,  investigative  journalism  extinct.  On  Apnl  3rd,  journalism,  at  least  tern- 
porarily,  earned  its  redemption  in  the  publishing  of  the  Panama  Papers.  The  exhaustive  year  long  effort  by  a  consortium  of  journalists  uncovered  a 
massive  network  of  tax  evasion,  money  laundering,  embezzlement,  and  corruption  that  has  since  rocked  global  politics. 

The  Panama  Papers  are  a  synthesis  of  1 1 .5  million  leaked  documents  detailing  the  extensive  use  of  offshore  holding  companies  for  the  wealth 
of  politicians,  athletes,  and  business  moguls.  Prominent  world  figures  such  as  Vladimir  Putin  and  Lionel  Messi  are  just  two  of  the  many  global 
players  who  used  the  Panamanian  law  firm,  Mossack  Fonseca,  to  hide  their  billions  of  dollars  in  assets.  These  enormous  assets  were  hidden  with 
the  help  of  Mossack  Fonseca  in  offshore  shell  companies  to  avoid  the  heavier  tax  rates  of  the  countries  the  clients  operated  in.  This  means  that 
billions  of  dollars  in  potential  tax  revenues  were  hidden  from  nations  across  the  globe. 

Establishing  offshore  shell  companies  and  accounts  is  not  a  new  concept.  Corporations  have  been  participating  in  this  legal,  but  perhaps  un¬ 
ethical,  act  for  quite  some  time.  Because  of  corporate  tax  codes  and  the  unending  pursuit  for  greater  profits,  there  can  be  many  financial  incentives 
for  a  corporation  to  hold  offshore  accounts.  Although  it  has  become  generally  accepted  that  corporations  participate  in  this  tax  dodging,  what  are 
the  implications  when  politicians  are  using  offshore  accounts  to  hide  and  protect  wealth  from  their  own  citizens?  For  example,  what  if  Russian 
President  Vladimir  Putin  has  been  using  offshore  accounts  and  shell  companies  to  embezzle  an  estimated  two  billion  dollars?  Putin  is  just  one  of  a 
group  of  heads  of  states,  from  Argentina  to  Iceland,  who  have  been  discovered  to  be  hiding  billions  in  assets  through  the  Panamanian  law  firm. 

While  establishing  offshore  accounts  is  not  inherently  illegal,  it  often  opens  the  doorway  for  illegal  activities  such  as  embezzlement,  money 
laundering,  and  tax  evasion.  It  also  shows  that  money  is  literally  ruling  the  world.  Foreign  leaders  are  sitting  on  billions  of  dollars  in  wealth,  and 
are  using  this  money  to  buy  power  for  their  interests,  their  cronies,  and  themselves.  If  foreign  leaders,  corporate  executives,  and  other  global 
players  are  hiding  billions  of  dollars,  it  raises  the  question  -  where  is  this  money  going?  Money  buys  influence,  and  there  is  a  massive  amount  of 
wealth  being  unchecked  that  is  likely  being  used  to  buy  elections,  fund  terrorism,  or  fuel  multi-national  business  empires  m  the  shadows. 

The  fallout  has  been  a  mix  of  anger  among  the  public  and  denial  from  the  exposed  corrupt.  Vladimir  Putin  has  publicly  denied  the  accusations 
made  against  him,  as  have  other  heads  of  state.  Iceland  has  been  the  first  to  actually  have  any  political  carnage.  After  vowing  to  rescue  the  country 
from  the  corruption  that  sunk  Iceland  into  recession,  Prime  Minister  Sigmundur  Gunnlaugsson’s  hundreds  of  millions  of  hidden  assets  were 
exposed  in  the  Panama  Papers,  and  he  has  since  been  forced  to  resign.  Investigations  have  been  opened  in  many  countries,  including  the  US,  and 
more  names  and  more  crimes  are  sure  to  be  exposed  in  time. 

While  this  scandal  is  tremendous  in  scope,  Mossack  Fonseca  surely  must  not  be  the  only  global  firm  participating  in  these  types  of  transac¬ 
tions.  Mossack  Fonseca  just  happened  to  be  the  unfortunate  one  to  be  caught.  More  firms  are  out  there  helping  politicians,  business  moguls,  and 
even  sponsors  of  terrorism  hide  billions  of  dollars  that  they  don’t  want  accounted  for.  The  journalists  responsible  for  bringing  this  bombshell  to 
the  public  did  the  world  a  tremendous  justice  by  giving  us  the  truth  about  truly  how  much  money  is  ruling  the  world,  literally,  and  how  behind 
every  powerful  man  or  woman  in  the  world  is  most  likely  millions  of  dollars  lurking  behind  the  scenes  buying  influence  and  power. 


Clinton  Refuses  to  Debate  Sanders

Jeff  Franklin,  in  creating 
the  continuation,  used  the  same 
character,  so  that  it  feels  as 
Full  House  did,  but  also  added 
new  characters  to  show  how 
everyone’s  lives  had  changed. 

It  was  released  on  February 
26,  2016  with  13  episodes,  as 
was  ordered  by  Netflix.

Assassin's  Creed

Assassin  s  Creed  is  a  series 
famed  for  its  stories  in  historically 
accurate  and  notable  periods  of 
world  history.  The  series  has 
featured  periods  such  as  the 
Crusades,  Renaissance  Italy,  the 
American  Revoloution,  and  the 
18th  century  Caribbean.  The 
latest  major  installment  in  the 
series,  Assasin  s  Creed  Syndicate, 
features  Victorian  era  London. 

The  semp  for  the  game  is 
that  the  player  is  an  agent  doing 
genetic  memory  research  for  the 
Assassin  Brotherhood  to  locate 
the  Shroud  of  Eden.  The  Shroud 
is  an  ancient  and  powerful  artifact 
that  the  Assassins’  enemies, 
the  Templars,  want  to  use  for 
nefarious  purposes. 

The  player’s  research  leads 
him  or  her  to  follow  the  story 
of  twins  Jacob  and  Evie  Frye  as 
they  work  with  Henry  Green,  the 
assassin  overseeing  London,  to 
locate  the  Shroud  of  Eden  in  that 
time  period  so  the  modem  day 
assassins  can  acquire  it  before  the 
Templars.  However,  the  assassin 
trio  must  race  against  Crawford 
Starrick,  a  Templar  with  total 
control  over  London  through 
political  and  industrial  ties.  He 
uses  his  street  gang  known  as  The 
Blighters  to  keep  nosy  citizens 
at  bay  and  the  people  under  his 
power  in  check. 

What  is  interesting  about 
Assassin  s  Creed  Syndicate  is  that 
the  player  gets  to  play  as  both 
Jacob  and  Evie,  each  of  which 
gets  their  own  story  arc  that 
contributes  to  the  overall  story  of 
the  game. 

Jacob’s  story  revolves  around 
hunting  down  and  killing  the

order  to  break  Starrick ’s  control 
over  the  citizens  of  London. 

A  side  feature  of  the  game 
that  goes  along  with  this  is  the 
ability  to  build  a  gang  to  fight 
The  Blighters.  The  player  can 
complete  all  the  gang  activity 
side  missions  in  a  sub  section 
of  the  map  in  order  to  take  over 
the  territory  and  claim  it  for  The 
Rooks,  Jacob’s  gang  used  to 
counter  The  Blighters.  Players 
can  recruit  gang  members  to  aid 
them  in  missions  or  open  world 
activites. 

Evie’s  story  centers  around 
tracking  down  leads  on  the 
Shroud  of  Eden  in  order  to  locate 
it  before  Starrick  does.  This  is 
done  through  a  lot  of  stealth  and 
infiltration  missions  in  order  to 


breach  restricted  areas  and  gain 
the  infomiation  needed. 

Both  stories  come  together 
for  the  last  mission  in  which  the 
Fryes  must  infiltrate  a  party  at 
Buckingham  Palace  and  fight 
Starrick  in  an  annoying  boss  fight 
that  requires  a  lot  of  dodging  ever 
increasingly  complex  obstacles. 

Overall,  the  game  is  amazing. 
The  story  is  well  told  via  two 
different  character  story  arcs,  and 
the  villian  of  Crawford  Starrick 
is  meticulously  crafted  to  be  the 
perfect  villian.

Just  as  a  Parks  and  Recreation  reference, 

I  fell  into  the  pit.  Just  like  Leslie  Knope! 

I  really  did.  I  was  competing  at  the  Little 
State  meet  last  track  season  and  fell  into  the 
water  barrier  during  the  3rd  lap  of  the  steeple 
chase.  My  surgery  was  a  hip  arthroscopy 
which  occurred  January  25th,  20 1 6  and 
recovery  is  three  full  months,  so  I  was  not 
able  to  compete  during  indoor  season  and 
I  am  also  unable  to  compete  in  outdoor. 
However,  I  will  be  fresh  to  start  competing 
in  cross  country  meets  this  upcoming  fall 
season  of  2016.  From  this  experience,  I  have 
learned  to  be  patient.  I  have  also  learned  to 
never  take  a  run  for  granted;  no  matter  how 
tough  it  may  seem,  always  appreciate  the 
ability  to  run.  As  far  as  advice  goes  for  an 
athlete  who  has  to  undergo  surgery,  1  would 
tell  them  that  the  surgery  will  help  heal  and 
fix  your  injury  and  you  will  be  back  stronger 
than  ever  by  overcoming  adversity. 


1  injured  my  knee  while  long  jumping  at 
an  indoor  meet  and  had  to  have  surgery  on 
March  9,  2016.  1  had  to  miss  the  first  few 
outdoor  meets  but  may  be  competing  this 
weekend  as  my  recovery  time  is  about  four 
weeks.  From  this  experience  1  have  learned 
to  push  hard  in  therapy  because  therapy  is 
what  matters  the  most  in  getting  back  to 
running.  To  any  athlete  who  may  have  to 
undergo  surgery:  Therapy  is  very  important 
in  getting  back  to  your  sport,  remember  to 
focus  on  how  far  you  have  come  not  how 
far  you  have  to  go. 


My  surgery  originated  from  a  hip  flexor  injury. 

1  started  to  compensate  and  it  ended  up  causing 
more  problems.  There  was  a  bone  growth  on 
the  head  of  my  femur  that  cut  into  my  labrum 
and  tore  it.  It  also  messed  with  the  cartilage  in 
my  left  hip  joint.  My  surgery  was  on  February 
21st,  2016  and  depending  on  how  well  the 
recovery  process  goes  will  determine  how 
long  I  am  out.  As  of  right  now,  1  am  sitting  at 
3-5  months  with  the  doctor  saying  that  it  will 
be  closer  to  5  months.  This  puts  me  training 
again  around  mid  summer.  I  may  not  be  100% 
ready  for  season  but  I’m  definitely  going  to  try. 
From  this  experience  I’ve  learned  that  when 
you  get  injured,  don’t  put  it  off.  The  faster 
you  heal  through  therapy,  the  faster  you  can 
make  it  back  onto  the  field.  You  will  get  down 
on  yourself  but  keep  a  positive  attitude  and 
know  that  things  will  get  better.  Whenever  I 
need  a  pick  me  up  I  look  back  on  my  favorite 
scripture.  II  Chronicles  15:7  -  “But  as  for  you, 
work  hard  and  do  not  give  up,  for  your  work 
will  be  rewarded.’’

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
men’s  golf  team  fought  through 
some  windy  conditions  to  finish 
24th  at  The  Jewell  on  April  4th, 
2016  at  Elks  Run  Golf  Course. 
The  36-hole  event  stands  as  the 
second  strongest  field  of  the 
spring  season. 

The  Pumas  played  the 


entire  opening  round  in  strong 
and  cold  winds,  causing  scores 
in  the  afternoon  to  get  higher. 
Competition  turned  even  more 
difficult  as  teams  had  to  withstand 
40MPH  wind  gusts  throughout  the 
day.  Saint  Joseph’s  College  opened 
play  with  a  356,  and  Blake  Hoover 
was  predicted  to  have  the  team’s 
best  round  going,  but  the  final  three 
holes  turned  a  solid  round  into  an 
88. 


Blake  Windsor  was  unable 
to  finish  his  opening  round  that 
day  due  to  darkness,  but  with 
two  pars  to  finish  his  opening 
round,  he  posted  an  87.  The 
following  Monday  brought  less 
aggressive  wind  conditions 
as  the  Pumas  posted  a  much 
improved  round.  Grant  Doyle 
led  the  second  round  surge  with 
a  four-over  par  round  of  75, 
coupled  with  an  opening  89. 


Doyle  finished  with  a  36-hole  total 
of  164,  landing  him  in  a  tie  for 
85th  place  out  of  125  players. 

Windsor  closed  out  the  event 
with  a  final  round  77  to  also  post 
a  two-day  total  of  164.  Hoover 
shook-off  a  slow  start  and  birded 
his  second  to  last  hole  to  finish 
with  a  round  of  79,  posting  a  two- 
day  total  of  167. 

Mitch  Hockman  posted 
rounds  of  92  and  8 1  while  Brad 
McLaughlin  fired  rounds  of  94 
and  83.  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
posted  a  final  round  312,  making 
up  ground  on  eight  teams  and 
catching  up  to  Ohio  Valley. 
However,  the  first  round  did  too 
much  damage  to  climb  any  further 
up  the  leader  board. 

Tiffin  University  ended  up 
winning  the  event  with  a  two-day 
total  of  597,  five  shots  better  than 
the  University  of  Indianapolis. 

The  Pumas  will  travel  to 
Noblesville,  Indiana  on  Sunday, 
April  1 0th,  2016  to  compete  in 
the  final  Midwest  Regional  of  the 
spring.  The  36-hole  event  will  be 
contested  at  Purgatory  Golf  Club 
and  run  through  Monday.

Leading  off  the  successful 
day  for  SJC  was  Alex  Meier 
who  won  the  400-meter  hurdles. 
Meier  won  the  event  with  a 
time  of  1 :07.85,  which  was 
almost  four  seconds  ahead  of 
second  place.  Continuing  the 
success  for  the  women’s  team 
was  Sydney  Strang  who  placed 
5th  in  the  steeplechase  with  a 
time  of  1 2 :03 . 1 6,  which  was 
a  ten  -second  personal  best. 
Teammate  Maddie  Biddle  was 
also  in  the  race  and  improved 
her  personal  best  by  2 1  seconds. 
Nikki  Thiede  had  an  amazing 
day,  placing  second  in  the 
5,000-meter  run  and  dipping 
under  the  1 8-minute  barrier  for 
the  first  time.  Thiede’s  time  was 
17:56.70,  a  mere  three  seconds 
behind  first  place. 

Heather  Monk  led  the 
women’s  team  in  the  field  events 
by  placing  5th  in  the  shot  put 
with  a  launch  of  40’7.  5”.  Lydia 
Raderstorf  placed  7th  in  pole 
vault.  Raderstof  cleared  10’ 11. 
75”,  which  was  a  personal 


best  by  six  inches.  Allison 
Zimmerlie  placed  8th  in  the 
high  jump  with  a  jump  of 
5’  1.75”. 

On  the  men’s  side  of  things 
Sanjay  Daley  placed  3rd  in  the 
100-meter  dash  with  a  time  of 
1 1 .04.  Justin  Hays  won  his  heat 
of  the  1 500-meter  run  by  almost 
five  seconds  and  placed  8th 
overall.  Hays  posted  a  time  of 
4: 10.99  in  his  victory.  Freshman 
Mike  Conrad  ran  in  his  second 
steeplechase  ever  and  improved 
his  time  by  almost  20  seconds 
and  placed  10th  overall.

That 
is  a  personal  best  throw  for 
Bradley  by  almost  three  feet. 

The  men  and  women’s  track 
team  will  be  back  in  action  on 
April  15th  and  16th  in  Marion, 
Indiana.  The  meet  will  be 
hosted  by  Indiana  Wesleyan 
University.  The  meet  is  called 
Little  State  and  is  the  longest 
continuous  running  track  meet 
in  the  nation.
